T HE biggest 

transformation of

The Clissold Park User 
Group continue to be 
important stakeholders in 
the project and expressed 
their strong support for 
the current plans for the 
refurbishment of Clissold 
House and Park in a letter 
of support to the Council. 

Cllr Nargis Khan, the 
Council’s Cabinet 


Member for Community 
Services, said: “Clissold 
Park is a focal point for 
residents in Stoke 
Newington and the rest of 
our borough. We are 
delighted to have secured 
this funding which will 
help us realise our vision 
for the first major 
redevelopment of Clissold 
Park and House in over 
100 years.”

“We’ve worked closely 
with park users and

In addition to funding 
conservation and repair 
work, the HLF/BLF grant 
will fund a programme of 
activities and volunteering 
opportunities for local 
people.

also encourage far more 
people to volunteer to help 
in a wide range of 
capacities.”

The event took place on a beautifully sunny day and was 
an opportunity to show off London Fields, one of the seven 
parks in the borough to have been nationally recognised 
with a Green Flag award, which - as we've come to 
expect over the summer - was filled with people enjoying 
themselves: parents with toddlers in the paddling pool, 
people playing tennis and running, or just enjoying the 
sun. 

This month there was good news for one of our other 
award-winning parks, with the news that Hackney’s bid to 
the Heritage Lottery Fund has successfully reached its 
final stage, which will contribute around half of the £9m 
cost of returning the Grade II listed Clissold House and 
grounds to its former 1 8th-century glory and introduce 
21 st-century facilities to meet the needs of modern-day 
visitors. This is a jointly funded project between the 
Council and the Heritage Lottery Fund which will further 
improve one of Hackney’s much-loved green spaces.

Go-ahead for media centre designs 



IMPROVED designs for the 201 2 
media centres in Hackney Wick 
have been given planning 
permission. 

The original plans were criticised 
by Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, 
who told the Olympic Delivery 
Authority (ODA) they did not “meet 
the needs of the high-quality 
employers who have expressed 
an interest in using the centres 
after the Games”. 

They were also described as 


“extremely weak” by the 
Government’s architecture advisor, 
the Commission for Architecture 
and the Built Environment (CABE). 
The ODA reworked the plans for 
the International Broadcast Centre 
(IBC) and Main Press Centre (MPC), 
and made important changes 
including providing detail on how 
the IBC can be split into smaller 
units for use in legacy, removing 
overhanging ducts from the 
ground floor ceiling to make way 


for studio space, and new cladding 
designs for both the IBC and MPC. 
During the Games, 20,000 
journalists will report the Games to 
a global audience of four billion 
from the media centres. 

Leading digital, media and 
creative industry organisations are 
interested in moving to the centres 
after the Games, which will 
provide 900,000 sq ft of 
employment space in Hackney 
Wick.

Kick out crime 


HAGGERSTON School 
was the setting as

He said: “We feel it is 
important to be pro-active 
and engage with our 
community and teach 
youngsters about the 
consequences of gun and 
knife crime and gang 
affiliation so we can 
divert them from it.”

Noisy restaurant loses licence 

A RESTAURANT owner has lost his premises licence after 
repeatedly playing loud music that brought complaints from 
his neighbours. 

Mike Bannerman-Hull, licensee of the Gye Nyame 
Restaurant in Morning Lane, E9, lost his appeal against the 
Council’s decision to revoke the licence. At a hearing at 
Thames Magistrates Court on 9 and 1 1 June, the Court 
upheld the Council’s decision and awarded costs to the 
authority of £2,334.50. 

The Council’s Noise Pollution team visited the premises on a 
number of occasions following complaints from residents. 
When the Noise Pollution team visited, the music was so 
loud that they could not hear each other above the noise. 
They had to leave the room in order to discuss the case. 

Cllr Alan Laing, the Council’s Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: “Cases like this show that licensees 
won’t get away with selfish, anti-social behaviour.”

Survey says ‘Yes’ to Hackney 

A NEW Government Minister made Hackney his first official 
visit to launch the results of a national survey on what 
residents think of where they live. 

John Denham MP, Secretary of State for Communities and 
Local Government, paid a visit to London Fields Lido on 23 
June, meeting Council staff working in parks, libraries, 
street cleaning and recycling, as well as Chief Executive, Tim 
Shields, and Mayor Jules Pipe. 

The Minister was there to launch the national Place Survey 
results, which in Hackney was based on nearly 1 ,500 
questionnaires filled in and returned to independent polling 
company Ipsos Mori last year. The survey is used by 
councils nationwide to plan investment in services from 
what residents have said is important or needs improving. 

In Hackney, the survey showed that 72 per cent of residents 
are satisfied with their local area as a place to live, up from 
60 per cent two years ago. Since then, the Council has 
invested more than £1 .6 million in street cleaning and 
graffiti removal, £4.8m with partners in improvements to 
parks, and over £5 million in youth activities. 

Mayor Jules Pipe said: “Surveys like this are important 
because they help us deliver the services residents tell us 
they want and need.” 


Library goes self-service 

BORROWING from Homerton Library has never been easier 
following the introduction of self-service technology. 

The library is the first in Hackney to install the new system 
that allows users to scan items in and out like an Oyster 
Card and pay for them via the system and receive a print out 
of borrowed items and when they are due for return. The 
system will help cut waiting times for people wanting to 
borrow and return books, and free up library staff to provide 
more help to customers. 

CLR James Library in Dalston will be 
the next library with RFID in July, 
followed by Hackney Central Library 
in September. All of the borough’s 
libraries will have the system by 201 0.

Q. I always recycle clothes through the green 
box or in clothing and shoe banks across the 
borough. A sack was recently put through my 
door claiming to be from a charity. Are such 
collections okay to use and how are the 
clothes used?

A. There are several options to put your unwanted clothes for 
reuse and recycling through registered charities. 

If you are in doubt about a leaflet or sack you received for 
door-to-door clothing collections you can check with the 
Charity Commission whether the collector is genuine. 
Contact the Charity Commission on 0845 300 0218 and it 
will be able to verify if it is a charity or not. 

Residents with a green box can recycle unwanted clothing 
and shoes through this scheme. 

Clothing collected through the green box is taken to 
Lawrence M. Barry and Co in Canning Town. Garments are 
exported for reuse. Textiles that cannot be reused are 
converted into dusters and wadding. For info visit:

There are clothing and shoe banks, managed by either 
TRAID or Oxfam, at 48 of the Council recycling sites. 
Garments collected are sorted and sold in the charities’ 
shops.

FAMILIES on lower 
incomes can now use 
Healthy Start vouchers in 
Stoke Newington Farmers’ 
Market, N16. 

The market, run by local 
vegetable box producer 
Growing Communities, is 
the only all-organic weekly 
farmers’ market in the UK. 

It is the first farmers’ 
market in the capital to 
accept the free vouchers - 
which can be exchanged 
for fresh vegetables, fruit 
and milk - from the 
Government-backed 
scheme. Growing 
Communities’ Director 


Julie Brown said: “We 
know that lots of people 
on low incomes would like 
to buy organic fruit and 
vegetables - especially 
produce that has come 
from local farms. 

“We can’t change the 
fact that organic food 
costs more to produce, and 
we want the small family 
farmers we work with to 
get a fair price for their 
produce. By accepting the 
vouchers we hope to 
enable more people to buy 
locally produced, 
sustainable food - which 
has got to be good for 
them and good for the 
environment.” 

Healthy Start vouchers 


are available to families on 
low incomes with children 
under four; expectant 
mothers who are under 1 8 
are also eligible. They can 


also be used in 
participating greengrocers, 
chemists, corner shops, 
food co-ops and 
supermarkets. 


A JOINT allotment 
venture between The 
Petchey Academy, E8, 
and Hackney 
environmental 
education charity 
ecoActive is hoping to 
unearth some 
volunteers. 

The Petchey Kitchen 
Garden Project received 
£10,000 from the Big 
Lottery Local Food fund 
to carry out a project on 
the school’s grounds. 

A group of students 
from the Academy has 
been involved from the 
start, helping to design 
the allotments, building 
raised beds, and 
deciding what produce 
to grow. 

Since Easter, they have 
been joined by a 


number of dedicated 
local residents, and are 
now looking for extra 
workers. 

As well as 
volunteering, the 
scheme offers people the 
chance to grow and eat 
their own food. 

All produce will be 
shared out. Help is on 
hand from a trained 
gardener, and all 
equipment and seeds are 
provided.

The 
walk across Hackney in the peace of the 
early morning; the opportunity of looking 
at Hackney's skyline from a high vantage 
point in the beautiful sunlight; meeting 
people coming home from a night out; 
and just doing something a bit different 
from the norm was a great experience.”

T ODAY Hackney 
Free and Parochial 
School stands in the 
place of a great 
tropical rainforest 
hothouse. 

But gardeners 
everywhere owe a lasting 
debt to the Loddiges 
family and their 
extraordinary nursery, 
which once brought the far 
ends of the earth to a small 
corner of Mare Street. 

George Loddiges (1786- 
1846) took over the 
business from his father 
Conrad, and under him the 
nursery flourished to 
become a famous 
attraction.

didn’t help that increased 
pollution was forcing 
nurseries and market 
gardens to move or close. 

Loddiges Nursery was 
wound down during the 
1850s. The whole stock of 
exotic plants was offered 
to Kew Gardens for just 
£9,000 - 20 years earlier it 
had been valued at 
£200,000 - but the offer 
was not taken up. Instead, 
the stock was gradually 
auctioned off during the 
summer of 1852, with Sir 
Joseph Paxton 
acquiring the 
•; - remainder for the 
Crystal Palace, 
including one of the 
jf huge palm trees. As 
j tall as a three-storey 
house and weighing 
15 tons, the tree 
was pulled to its 
new home through 
the streets of London 
by a team of 32 horses. 


There are memorials to 
the Loddiges family in the 
gardens of St John-at- 
Hackney and in Abney 
Park Cemetery, and the 
name lives on in Loddiges 


Street and Loddiges House 
on the Frampton Park 
Estate, but of the nursery 
itself nothing remains. 
Instead, houses stand where 
flowers once bloomed.

O UR main aim is to 
protect public 
health, says John 
Leader. 

He is in charge of the 
Council’s pest control unit, 
managing a team of 12 
staff, whose work involves 
reducing the number of 
rats and mice and insects, 
such as cockroaches, in the 
borough. 

Pests are never going to 
completely disappear, he 
explains, adding: “The 
word we use is control, 
rather than eradication.” 

Discarded takeaway 
litter, untidy gardens, and 
poorly managed building 
sites provide breeding 


grounds for rats and mice, 
but even the best kept 
homes can become 
infested without adequate 
proofing. Milder winters 
also mean rodents don’t 
die off naturally in the cold 
weather as they did in the 
past. 

John’s team deals with 
about 1,000 treatment 
requests a month. About 
three-quarters of the work 
carried out is for Hackney 
Homes, dealing with 
problems reported by 
tenants. 

Blocks of flats present an 
opportunity for rodents 
and insects to spread from 
one home to another, so it 
is important to treat 
infestations in this type of 
housing quickly and 
thoroughly. Pests need 
three things to thrive: 



Pests like mice and rats can spread quickly in blocks of flats 


water, food and shelter. 
However, because of the 
team’s work, pests are kept 
to a minimum in Hackney. 
John adds: “The real 


advice I would give is that 
as soon as you realise you 
you’ve got a problem, get a 
professional in to sort it 
out immediately.”

Jack Stone, 20, has just started the apprenticeship programme at Hoxton Apprentice. 
Born and raised in East Ham, Jack left school at 16 to enrol on an apprenticeship 
scheme fixing security alarms, but after two and half years he lost interest. He left 
knowing he wanted a change of career, but was unsure what area to pursue. 

He then spent nearly two years veering between dead-end jobs and unemployment; 
his enthusiasm for work slowly began to collapse. 

Jack came across an advert to take part in a hospitality-based ‘Faking It’ challenge. 
The two-week crash course would take a group of young unemployed ‘fakers’ and 
provide them with basic culinary training, culminating with them preparing for a VIP 
lunch. Within the two weeks Jack was hooked and saw cookery as a future career 
rather than just another ‘job’. He said: “The ‘Faking It’ project and Hoxton Apprentice 
have opened my eyes to new opportunities: I now know what I want to do in life.”
